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EVANSVILLE  COLLEGE 


One  brief  year  has  proved  conclusively  the  wisdom  of  relocating 
Moores  Hill  College  in  Evansville.  This  first  year  of  operation  in 
our  new  home  has  been  successful  beyond  our  hopes.  Students  in 
ample  numbers  have  come  to  us,  the  city  has  provided  adequate 
buildings,  the  spirit  of  co-operation  between  town  and  gown  has  been 
magnificent.  Withal,  "our  lines  have  fallen  in  pleasant  places"  and 
"we  feel  it  good  to  be  here." 

CHOOSING  A  COLLEGE 

Choice  of  college  by  prospective  students  or  parent  is  a  serious 
matter.  Upon  this  choice  depends  all  too  much  of  future  success  or 
failure.  As  from  our  natural  parents  we  inherit  much  of  our  latent 
power,  so  from  our  Alma  Mater  come  many  of  those  fine  qualities 
of  personality  that  make  for  high  character.  Of  his  natural  parents 
a  student  has  no  choice;  to  elect  his  Alma  Mater  is  his  high  privilege. 

What  college  shall  he  choose  for  his  Alma  Mater?  The  correct 
answer  here  presupposes  not  only  the  correct  definition  of  a  college, 
but  also  a  correct  conception  of  the  scope  and  content  of  education 
itself.  "All  is  not  gold  that  glitters";  neither  is  all  education  that 
poses  as  such.     What  is  education? 

Evansville  College  construes  education  to  mean  the  training  of 
the  whole  person  to  enter  naturally  and  successfully  into  all  the 
relationships  of  life.  Thus  education  is  as  broad  as  personality 
and  as  natural  as  life.  We  endeavor  to  train  not  head  alone,  but 
head  and  hand  and  heart.  We  draw  subject  matter  not  alone  from 
text-book,  but  teach  from  the  laboratory  of  life.  We  neither  exalt 
the  partial  bread-and-butter  training  that  fits  the  graduate  only  to 
do  his  one  special  task;  nor  do  we  confine  ourselves  to  that  opposite 
partial  education  that  seeks  only  the  enlargement  of  the  individual's 
cultural  self  with  no  definite  training  for  definite  task.

SOPHOMORE  CLASS 


Education  must  fit  the  whole  person  for  the  whole  of  life.  As 
man  is  more  than  mind,  so  is  life  more  on  the  one  hand  than  earning 
a  living,  or  on  the  other  hand  than  enjoying  a  life.  The  man  who  is 
to  serve  well  his  age  tomorrow,  must  not  only  know  how  to  function 
in  his  particular  trade,  occupation,  or  profession;  he  must  also  be 
fitted  to  live  in  the  higher  ranges  of  his  soul  and  to  transfer  that  high 
soul-life  to  society  about  him.  An  expert  in  his  own  small  sphere 
of  action  he  must  be;  but  shall  he  not  also  be  a  leader  of  men? 

In  no  day  has  genuinely  religious  education  been  needed 
more  than  in  this  day.  The  confusion  and  turmoil  of  troubled 
society  today  is  calling  as  never  before  for  leadership  shot  through 
and  through  with  the  dynamic  of  unselfish  service.  From  unscru- 
pulous profiteer  to  wild-eyed  radical  we  read  the  same  sorry  story 
of  selfishness.  Technical  efficiency  is  no  cure  for  the  world's  ills. 
Technical  efficiency  driven  by  the  Prussian  philosophy  of  selfishness 
led  the  world  to  the  shambles,  and  leaves  us  now  weltering  in  the 
red  tide  of  the  aftermath  of  the  world  war. 

We  need  an  education  that  has  the  background  of  a  wholesome 
religious  dynamic,  that  produces  in  its  graduates  men  and  women 
who  are  not  seekers  merely  for  selfish  personal  success,  but  are 
world  citizens.    Such  an  education  Evansville  College  provides.

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 

By  no  means  is  all  the  value  of  college  education  to  be  found  in 
the  class-room.  The  mingling  of  student  with  student  in  organized 
campus  life  is  no  small  part  of  the  training  of  a  high  grade  institution. 
To  what  is  learned  from  professor  and  text  is  thus  added  the  know- 
ledge gained  only  by  the  social  intercourse  that  comes  from  a  well 
organized  student  body. 

Students  in  Evansville  College  have  peculiar  advantages  as  re- 
gards student  life.  There  is  here  all  the  enthusiasm  of  new  organ- 
izations, mingled  with  the  traditions  of  sixty  years  of  history.  It 
would  be  too  much  to  say  that  in  one  year  the  student  life  could  be 
as  highly  organized  as  is  the  case  in  older  colleges.  It  is  true,  however, 
that  such  organizations  as  minister  most  directly  and  with  most  value 
to  the  development  of  the  student  have  been  successfully  inaugurated. 

There  can  be  too  many  organizations  on  a  campus.  Students 
are  ofttimes  bewildered  and  even  distracted  by  the  complexity  of 
college  life.  Such  a  situation  leads  to  mental  dissipation,  and  in 
some  cases  the  ideal  of  scholarship  is  almost  wholly  forgotten  by  the 
student  in  the  giddy  round  of  social  life.

This  is  not  the  case  in  Evansville  College.  While  there  are 
organizations  sufficient  to  satisfy  all  normal  desire  for  wholesome 
recreational  and  social  life,  yet  the  student  is  not  tempted  to  place 
the  chief  emphasis  there  at  the  expense  of  his  intellectual  life.  The 
goal  of  scholarship  is  held  high.  Students,  who  seek  only  a  good 
time,  and  who  mistake  the  social  activities  of  the  campus  for  the 
serious  business  of  hard  study  and  the  mental  discipline  acquired 
only  by  the  mastery  of  the  curriculum,  are  not  especially  urged  to 
attend  Evansville  College.  Those,  however,  who  desire  a  normal 
social  life  as  the  proper  accompaniment  for  the  highest  grade  of 
class-room  work  may  well  give  serious  consideration  to  the  advantages 
afforded  by  this  institution. 

Christian  Associations 

Of  most  importance,  and  hence  worthy  first  mention,  are  the 
organizations  calculated  to  maintain  and  enrich  the  religious  life  of 
the  students.  Of  such  there  are  three:  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association,  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  and  the 
Student  Volunteer  Band.  In  these  organizations  the  widest  liberty 
of  thought  is  encouraged.  Stress  is  laid  not  on  creed  or  doctrine? 
but  upon  normal  Christian  living.

Young  Men's  Christian  Association 

The  first  intercollegiate  organization  of  any  kind  in  Evansville 
College  was  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  Within  a  few- 
weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  College  a  representative  of  the  State 
organization  visited  the  institution  and  launched  the  new  society. 
The  meetings  were  first  held  on  Friday  evening,  but  it  was  soon  dis- 
covered that  many  of  the  students  found  difficulty  in  attending 
evening  meetings.  The  hour  of  the  weekly  meeting  was  accordingly 
changed  to  Tuesday  morning  at  the  period  used  on  the  other  days  for 
Chapel.  At  present  forty  men  are  members  of  this  organization, 
the  meetings  are  well  attended,  and  through  this  agency  the  religious 
life  of  the  men  is  stimulated  and  enriched. 


Young  Women's  Christian  Association 

A  very  active  Young  Women's  Christian  i\ssociation  is  found  in 
Evansville  College.  This  was  the  first  new  association  in  America 
to  be  granted  its  charter  under  the  new  student  basis.  About  fifty 
earnest  Christian  girls,  leaders  in  all  college  activities,  have  pledged 
themselves  this  year  to  take  Jesus  Christ  as  their  pattern  in  everyday 
college  life.  They  stand  ready  to  co-operate  in  solving  college  prob- 
lems and  to  encourage  those  things  in  college  life  that  help  to  create 
a  high  moral  and  religious  atmosphere.  The  Y.  W.  girls,  through 
their  receptions,  parties,  entertainments,  etc.,  have  also  contributed 
largely  to  the  social  life  of  the  college. 
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Student  Volunteer  Band 

World  consciousness  is  stronger  today  than  ever.  We  think  of 
ourselves  as  world  citizens.  The  obligation  upon  us  to  carry,  to  other 
nations  the  blessings  of  Christianity  has  wider  acceptance  than  ever 
before.  In  the  Student  Volunteer  Band,  this  consciousness  finds 
concrete  expression.  These  young  people  are  in  training  for  world 
service.  Such  bands  have  given  to  missionary  work  many  of  the 
great  leaders  in  that  field.  In  Evansville  College  eight  students  are 
enrolled  in  such  a  band.  While  no  pressure  is  laid  upon  any  student 
to  join  such  an  organization,  to  those  who  have  felt  the  call  of  a  life 
of  unselfish  service,  such  a  student  group  offers  an  opportunity  for 
expression  and  enrichment.

The  Crescent 


No  college  is  complete  without  a  student  paper.  One  of  the 
very  first  enterprises  begun  by  the  students  was  the  publishing  of  a 
paper.  After  much  discussion  the  name  "The  Crescent"  was  chosen. 
This  name  was  suggested  by  the  bend  in  the  Ohio  which  gives  to  the 
city  of  Evansville  a  beautiful  river  front  curved  like  a  great  crescent. 

It  is  doubtful  if  any  enterprise  of  che  new  institution  has  achieved 
success  beyond  that  of  "The  Crescent".  It  has  been  very  ably  edited 
by  Mr.  Ralph  E.  Olmsted,  with  the  assistance  of  a  competent  staff. 
The  editors  and  assistants  meet  once  a  week  as  a  class  in  the  depart- 
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ment  of  English  under  the  personal  instruction  of  Professor  Franklin. 
All  contributions  to  the  paper  are  criticized  by  the  class.  This  not 
only  gives  excellent  training  in  journalism,  but  produces  a  paper 
that  for  genuine  merit  is  easily  among  the  best. 

Recently  Mr.  Howard  Roosa,  the  editor  of  "The  Evansville 
Courier"  visited  this  class  in  Journalism,  and  wrote  Professor  Franklin 
concerning  the  work  as  follows: 

"When  I  was  a  junior  in  the  University  of  Chicago 
I  founded  and  edited  a  daily  paper,  The  University  News, 
and  conducted  it  for  nearly  a  year.  From  my  experience 
with  that  paper  I  can  assure  you  that  the  items  submitted 
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by  the  Evansville  College  students  are  expressed  in  better 
English  than  those  that  were  turned  in  to  me  at  Chicago. 
Your  class  in  journalism  will  certainly  bear  comparison  with 
the  Freshman  students  in  the  big  universities.  You  and 
your  pupils  are  to  be  heartily  congratulated.  The  boys  and 
girls  of  Evansville  College  are  in  danger  of  being  blinded 
by  the  glamor  of  larger  institutions  so  that  they  will  not 
appreciate  the  superior  advantages  that  they  have  here  in 
their  close  and  intimate  relationship  with  the  Faculty  and 
the  individual  attention  that  is  expended  on  each  one  of 
them.  The  pioneer  classes  in  Evansville  College  are  the 
fortunate  ones." 
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EXCELSIOR  CLUB 

Excelsior  Club 

Out-of-town  men  have  formed  themselves  into  a  club  known  as 
The  Excelsior  Club.  They  have  rented  a  clubhouse  where  they  both 
room  and  board.  All  the  work  of  the  house  has  been  done  by  the 
students  themselves,  even  the  cooking.  It  is  planned  to  employ  a 
matron  next  year  to  do  the  cooking  and  housekeeping. 


Student  Government 

A  college  is  a  world  within  itself.  It  has  its  own  peculiar  rela- 
tionships and,  as  any  other  group,  the  students  have  a  consciousness 
of  social  solidarity.  In  many  colleges  this  solidarity  is  made  the 
basis  of  student  government,  the  students  by  a  genuine  democracy 
governing  themselves,  rather  than  being  the  subjects  of  faculty  rule. 

Such  a  practice  rightly  in  operation  not  only  makes  for  orderly 
campus  life,  but  affords  the  students  opportunity  for  experience  in 
government  as  well  as  training  in  self-restraint.  This  plan  is  in 
operation  in  Evansville  College.  It  is  the  purpose  of  those  in 
authority  to  develop  to  its  fullest  this  form  of  government,  so  that 
the  students  may  have  real  self-government  and  not  its  shadow. 
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Evansville  College 
Athletics 


Evansville  College  is  fortunate  in  its  athletic  opportunities.  As 
College  Hall  is  directly  across  Vine  Street  from  the  great  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
building,  there  is  available  for  the  men  a  thoroughly  equipped  gym- 
nasium.    Indeed  no  better  appointed  gymnasium  may  be  found. 

Not  only  have  the  men  the  opportunity  of  the  use  of  the  building, 
but  Mr.  George  B.  Schnurr,  Physical  Director  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
has  charge  of  the  physical  training.  This  work  is  required  of  all  men, 
in  order  that  a  foundation  may  be  laid  for  robust  health  in  after  life. 

During  the  winter  the  students  developed  a  basketball  team. 
While  no  attempt  was  made  to  compete  with  other  colleges,  the  men 
gave  a  very  creditable  account  of  themselves.  There  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  another  year  may  see  Evansville  College  enter  among 
the  institutions  of  the  state  as  a  competitor  in  intercollegiate  athletics. 
However,  the  primary  stress  will  continue  to  be  laid  upon  proper 
physical  development  of  all  the  students,  rather  than  upon  the 
training  of  highly  specialized  teams  of  athletes.

Literary  Societies 

The  advantages  of  the  opportunity  of  building  from  the  ground 
have  not  deprived  Evansville  College  of  the  benefits  of  tradition. 
The  enthusiasm  of  youth  is  supplemented  by  the  value  of  past  exper- 
ience. To  the  school  have  been  brought  from  the  mother  institution 
at  Moores  Hill  the  four  literary  societies  that  during  past  years 
contributed  richly  to  the  lives  of  former  students. 

In  these  societies  once  a  week  the  students  engage  in  literary 
programs  of  high  excellence.  The  primary  aim  is  to  develop  the 
ability  to  speak  in  public;  but  such  training  also  develops  self-reliance, 
the  ability  to  express  one's  self,  and  is  of  great  value  in  producing 
men  and  women  able  to  cope  with  any  situation  they  meet.  This 
work  is  by  no  means  the  least  valuable  of  the  College  course. 

Around  these  literary  societies  centers  much  of  the  social  life  of 
the  institution.  Of  the  four  societies,  the  Philoneikean  with  14  mem- 
bers, and  the  Photozetean  with  12  members  are  for  men;  while  the 
Castalian  with  18  members  and  the  Sigournean  with  18  members 
are  for  women.  In  this  department  of  student  work  Evansville 
College  suffers  not  at  all  by  comparison  with  older  institutions. 
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HEALTH 

The  health  of  the  students  is  cared  for  not  only  by  systematic 
physical  training,  but  by  careful  medical  attention.  Arrangements 
are  made  with  the  medical  fraternity  of  Evansville  whereby  each 
student  undergoes  a  thorough  physical  examination  at  least  once  a 
year  by  competent  physicians.  During  the  past  year  our  students 
by  this  method  were  made  acquainted  with  physical  defects  and  by 
proper  attention  these  defects  in  many  instances  were  remedied. 
It  would  be  diffucult  to  overestimate  the  value  to  the  student  of 
such  careful  oversight,  which  establishes  correct  habits  of  hygiene 
as  well  as  develops  strong  physiques . 


Arrangements  are  also  under  way  whereby  for  a  nominal  sum 
each  quarter  the  students  may  provide  a  common  hospital  fund 
from  which  students  falling  ill  will  be  cared  for.  This  will  assure 
prompt  and  competent  attention  in  every  case  of  illness. 
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BUILDINGS  AND   EQUIPMENT 

It  may  be  thought  by  some  that  during  this  first  year  of  the 
College,  housed  as  it  is  in  temporary  quarters,  the  work  has  been 
handicapped  by  inadequate  facilities.  It  will  readily  be  seen  from 
this  bulletin  that  the  buildings  and  equipment  available  represent 
an  investment  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  Few  high  grade 
institutions  of  long  standing  offer  superior  facilities. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  work  of  the  College  is  to  be  done 
in  buildings  as  near  each  other  as  are  the  college  buildings  on  any 
campus.  Class  rooms,  laboratories,  library  and  gymnasiums  are  all 
within  a  few  steps  of  each  other.  Thus  the  students  have  their 
work  as  centralized  and  convenient  as  is  the  case  in  a  college  using 
its  own  buildings. 

It  should  be  further  noted  that  these  buildings  are  at  the  very 
heart  of  the  intellectual  and  cultural  life  of  Evansville.  College  Hall, 
which  is  completely  utilized  by  the  College  for  class-room  work, 
is  just  across  the  street  from  both  the  great  Central  High  School, 
with  fifteen  hundred  students,  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Building  of 
Evansville.  It  is  within  a  block  of  the  Vanderburgh  County  Court 
House  with  its  lawn  comprising  a  full  city  block.  It  is  within  one 
block  of  the  great  Coliseum  and  within  two  blocks  of  the  business 
center  of  the  city.  These  buildings  are  also  all  within  two  blocks 
of  all  traction  and  city  street  car  lines.  Every  facility  of  the  city 
is  thus  at  the  disposal  of  the  students  without  the  expense  and  time 
of  extra  travel  to  and  fro. 

College  Hall 

The  actual  class-room  work  of  the  College  is  done  in  College 
Hall,  a  new  modern  three  story  brick  building  on  Vine  Street,  be- 
tween Fifth  and  Sixth  Streets.  This  building  was  erected  originally 
for  educational  purposes  and  is  splendidly  appointed  for  College 
work.  In  addition  to  ample  class  rooms  are  found  the  library 
reading  room,  and  the  gymnasium,  baths  and  dressing  rooms  for 
women.  The  gymnasium  on  the  third  floor  is  equipped  with  a  stage 
and  is  used  not  only  for  the  daily  chapel  exercises,  but  for  other 
entertainments  given  by  the  student  body. 
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Sweetser  Hall 


In  the  women's  dormitory,  known  as  Sweetser  Hall,  the  young 
women  students  find  an  ideal  home.  Located  on  Upper  First 
Street,  within  ten  minutes'  walk  from  College  Hall,  it  is  in  one  of 
the  most  desirable  residence  districts  to  be  found  in  all  the  city  of 
o  ne  hundred  thousand  people.  This  fine  old  pressed  brick  residence, 
a  mansion  in  reality,  was  built  thirty  years  ago  at  a  cost  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars.  In  its  three  stories  are  found  twenty-two  rooms, 
besides  spacious  hall-ways  and  cozy  corners.  The  house  is  finished 
in  such  rare  woods  as  cherry,  quartered  oak,  mahogany,  walnut  and 
bird's-eye  maple.  Through  its  plate  glass  windows  may  be  seen  in 
the  immediate  neighborhood  the  homes  of  some  of  the  most  prominent 
citizens  of  the  city.  No  better  environment  for  this  home  could 
be  found. 


Just  one  block  from  the  dormitory  is  Sunset  Park  on  the  banks 
ol  the  Ohio.  No  more  beautiful  sunsets  are  to  be  seen  anywhere 
than  from  this  park.  Connected  with  the  park  are  tennis  courts, 
which   are   available   for   use   by  the  women  students. 
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Sweetser  Hall  is  under  Student  Government  in  all  things  outside 
of  academic  requirements.  The  executive  body  is  the  House  Com- 
mittee which  consists  of  a  House  President,  House  Vice-President, 
Corridor  Chairmen,  Song  and  Yell  Leader  and  Fire  Captain. 

The  legislative  body  consists  of  all  girls  residing  in  the  Hall; 
a  two-thirds  majority  is  required  to  make  any  action  valid.  Regular 
meetings  are  held  once  a  week  at  which  times  dormitory  questions 
are  discussed  and  if  necessarv  rules  are  made  for  the  welfare  of  the 
residents.  Student  government  has  been  very  successful  at  Sweetser 
Hall  and  the  girls  not  only  feel  a  pride  in  their  home  but  a  real 
satisfaction  and  contentment  in  living  co-operatively. 

LABORATORIES 

Recognizing  the  great  expense  involved  in  doing  the  plumbing 
to  equip  thoroughly  laboratories  for  the  sciences,  the  College  makes 
use  of  the  laboratories  in  Central  High  School,  just  across  the  street 
from  College  Hall.  Additional  apparatus  has  been  purchased  by  the 
College.  As  the  work  in  science  expands  other  facilities  will  be 
provided.  The  work  done  in  these  laboratories  is  in  no  sense  high 
school  work;  it  is  strictly  of  college  grade  and  is  done  under  the 
direction  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  on  the  College  Faculty. 

The  department  of  Biology  is  housed  in  the  large  basement  room 
of  Lockyear's  Business  College.  Adequate  equipment  for  this 
department  has  been  provided.  A  considerable  increase  in  equip- 
ment is  contemplated  for  the  coming  year.

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BOSSE  FIELD 

For  athletic  events  Bosse  Field  is  available.  With  its  hundred 
thousand  dollar  concrete  grandstand  and  bleachers,  seating  eight 
thousand  people,  and  its  large  level  field,  this  athletic  park  affords 
opportunities  for  athletic  events  unsurpassed  anywhere.  It  is  the 
policy  of  the  school  to  promote  to  the  fullest  extent  interclass  athletic 
contests  and  to  urge  every  student  to  participate  therein.  While 
intercollegiate  athletics  are  promoted,  the  greatest  emphasis  is  laid 
upon  providing  for  and  insisting  upon  the  best  possible  physical 
development  for  every  student. 

COLISEUM 

The  Coliseum,  with  its  seating  capacity  of  five  thousand,  being 
the  largest  auditorium  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  is  available  to  the 
College  for  any  occasions  requiring  large  seating  capacity.  In  this 
Coliseum  is  housed  the  great  Centenary  organ  purchased  by  the 
city  of  Evansville  from  the  Methodist  Centenary  at  Columbus,  Ohio. 
The  College  has  an  interest  in  the  organ  and  the  privilege  of  using  it. 
Around  this  organ  is  built  the  Music  Department  of  the  College. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  plans  for  the  Department  of 
Music  for  the  coming  year. 

Mr.  James  R.  Gillette  will  continue  as  instructor  in  Organ.  Mr. 
Gillette  is  the  municipal  organist  of  Evansville  and  has  already 
gained  an  enviable  reputation  throughout  southern  Indiana;  he  is 
an  organist  of  first  rank. 

Mrs.  Donald  E.  French,  who  is  recognized  by  musicians  as  one 
of  the  best  pianists  ever  heard  in  Evansville  will  continue  as  instruct- 
or of  piano.  Pupils  privileged  to  study  under  Mrs.  French  are  es- 
pecially fortunate. 

Mr.  Reginald  W.  Billin  has  been  elected  as  head  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Music  and  instructor  of  Voice.  Mr.  Billin  comes  from 
Western  College,  Macon,  Georgia,  where  his  work  has  been  very 
successful.  He  received  his  training  in  London  and  Paris,  and  has 
back  of  him  a  record  of  success  that  guarantees  the  future  of  the 
Music  Department  of  Evansville  College.  Prospective  students  es- 
pecially interested  in  music  should  write  for  our  special  Music  Bulle- 
tin.

LIBRARIES 

In  addition  to  the  library  of  the  College,  which  is  housed  in 
College  Hall,  the  students  have  access  to  the  libraries  of  Evansville. 
The  central,  or  distributing,  branch  of  the  city  system  occupies  rooms 
in  the  Coliseum,  just  a  block  and  a  half  from  College  Hall.  By 
arrangement  between  the  College  and  the  Public  Library  Board, 
a  member  of  the  city  staff  gives  half  of  her  time  to  the  supervision 
of  the  College  library.  Books  from  the  city  are  delivered  at  the 
College  reading  room  as  at  the  regular  city  branches. 

In  addition  to  the  Public  Library  the  city  also  has  a  fine  asset 
in  the  Willard  Library — a  fine  old  institution,  richly  endowed  and 
having  on  its  shelves  a  great  wealth  of  valuable  material  for  the 
student  of  history,  literature,  philosophy  and  fine  arts. 

The  staff  at  the  Willard  Library  has  been  most  helpful  to  both 
students  and  Faculty  throughout  the  year.  Increasingly  the  College 
will  be  able  to  make  use  of  this  collection  of  books  and  other  material. 

LECTURES  AND  ENTERTAINMENTS 

The  attitude  of  Evansville  toward  the  aesthetic  and  spiritual 
lives  of  its  citizens  is  evident  from  the  effort  to  bring  to  the  city 
men  and  women  of  note  in  their  fields.  Among  those  who  addressed 
Evansville  audiences  the  past  year  were:  Hugh  Walpole,  Sir  John 
Foster  Frascr,  John  Cooper  Powys,  Ida  Tarbcll,  Jessie  Rittenhouse, 
Cale  Young  Rice,  and  ex-President  Taft.  Mr.  Edward  T.  Devine 
delighted  the  students  in  his  lectures  on  social  topics. 

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  College  authorities  toco-operate 
with  literary  and  civic  bodies  in  bringing  to  the  city  talent  of  the 
highest  order. 

The  installation  of  the  great  municipal  organ  has  brought  to 
Evansville,  musicians  who  arc  not  often  heard  in  cities  of  this  size. 

CIVIC  SUPPORT 

Of  greater  value  to  the  College  than  buildings  or  parks  is  the 
civic  support  of  Evansville.  The  citizens  of  Evansville  are  for 
Evansville  College.  They  mean  for  it  to  succeed.  Their  hearts 
and  homes  are  alike  open  to  the  young  men  and  women  who  come 
to  live  for  a  time  in  their  midst.  Thus  the  student  who  enrolls  in 
this  institution  will  find  at  his  disposal  not  only  buildings  and 
equipment  worthy  of  any  institution,  but  also  the  wealth  of  cultural 
and  social  values  of  a  great  progressive,  thriving  city.
